Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to Request for Continued Examination received 
on 01/02/2009. 

Amended claims 1,11 and 17 are made of record as requested. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-20 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The closest prior art of record, Baum (US 2006/012,0473), Chini (US 
2002/0191533) and Ketchum (US 2003/0072379), in combination, teach puncturing 
selected subcarrier prior to transmission by placing zero data in the selected subcarriers 
(Baum) or deleting the impaired subcarriers (Ketchum) to reduce transmission power to 
50% (Baum) and averaging the power (Chini). However, the closest prior art, taken 
alone or in combination, fails to teach the inventive steps of "re-allocating the reduced 
power of selected subcarriers to information carrying subcarriers", as claimed in 
independent claims 1,11 and 17.
